scribed as one of Ihe mosl im- 
porlant of the scries the chief cxc- 
culivc and prime minister have 
been holding for the last five days. 


The While House permitted the 


disclosure also that Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Churchill had conferred 
yesterday wilh Dr. T. V. Soong, 
China's foreign minister, who has 
been in this country for some time.

Early said it was "quite an ex- 
tended conference."

people, Laval emphasized in the 
strongest words the necessity for 
Frency workers to go to Germany. 


Red Garrison 
at Sevastopol 
Stops Germans

Moxcow, June 23 —AP—The gar- 


rison of cmbatlled Sevastopol has 
stopped the Germans who drove 
a wedge inlo Ihc defenses of Ihe 
fortress, the Russians reporlcd lo- 
day. 


Military dispatches said lhat the 


Nazis, holding great superiority in 
manpower and machines, succeed- 
ed in penetrating frontline posi- 
tions by throwing in nc-j. tanks 
and fresh troops, but failed to reach 
Ihe dcplh of defense of Ihe big. 
Black sea base. 


A Sovicl summary of the first 


year of the war againsl Germany 
asserted meanwhile that the Ger- 
mans hud suffered 10,000,000 casual 
lies againsl 4,5000,000 Red losses, 
and lhat the Germans no longer 
were able lo launch a general offen- 
sive. 


II conceded that temporary local 


gains by the enemy could be cx- 
pccled "in Ihc very near future" 
in individual sectors where Adolf 
Hitler could achieve numerical su- 
periority, bul declared these could 
only postpone "the complete dc- 
slruclion of Ihc Hillcrilc army." 


The Germans were seeking to 


finish off Sevastopol, however, and 
a number of their light warships 
including torpedo cutters and sub- 
marines appeared off the coast as 
the Sovicl Black sea fleet shelled 
enemy lines and brought up sup- 
plies for the garrison. 


The Black sea air force 
also 


stayed in the fight, although the 
airport was under bomb and shell- 
lire and Ihe pilots faced an im- 
mense superiority of the enemy. 


The battlefield, was described as 


a ghastly scene, shaken during the 
day by shells and bombs falling 
amid lilacs and poppies in 
full 


bloom, and Humiliated at n i g h t 
by rockets, tracer bullcls 
and 


scarchlighls. 


The hour of victory, it was said, 


has been hastened by "the conclu- 
sion of the Anglo-Soviet treaty and 
the agreement between the U.S.S.R. 
and the United States." 


Of the killed, wounded and miss- 


ing, Nazi dead lolal not less than 
3,500,000 the Soviet information bu- 
reau reported in a special review. 
The >Russians were declared 
to 


have excelled in the deslruction or 
capture of field guns, tanks and 
planes.

Germans have lost an average of 
almost one daily through offensives 
local fighting and lulls since the 
Germans 
invaded June 22, 1041, 


sacrifices unprecedented in mili- 
tary annals.

men's Auxiliary Army Corps offi- 
cer training school can take re- 
newed heart. The Navy shortly 
maj' be signing up volunleers in a 
Women's Auxiliary Service. 


The Senate Naval Affairs com- 


millee loday begins considering a 
bill inlroduced by Senator Walsh 
(D-Mass) to place women in non- 
combat shore jobs, this releasing 
men for more active duty. 


This bill, which makes the axuil- 


iary a branch of the Naval Re- 
serves, does not go as far as a bill, 
sponsored by Rep. Maas (R-Minn) 
and already passed by the House, 
which would take women right inlo 
the Navy. 


While the Iwo branches of con- 


gress seek agreement on whether 
Ihc future blue-jackellcs are to be 
"in the Navy" or "with the Navy" 
the Navy Department wenl ahead 
with discussions and plans selling 
up Ihc corps so IAS lo be ready 
when il is crealcd. 


As head of (he new auxiliary Ihe 


admirals and caplains were under- 
stood to favor a woman experienced 
as a dean or president of a wo- 
men's college.

Army 


truck driver, one of the few sol- 
diers to escape from Tobruk, dis- 
closed today that the British com- 
mander 
there surrendered 
only 


when the town itself was overrun 
by Axis forces which shattered the 
outer defenses. 


"It was worse than Dunkirk," he 


said, adding that he had seen both. 


The driver, Private 
William 


George Downes of London, limped 
into/.a British advanced camp in 
mid-morning today after surviving 
machinegun fire, the sinking of a 
tug in Tobruk harbor and the shell- 
ing of a minesweeper at sea. 


The real assault on the eastern 


defenses of Tobruk started early 
Saturday morning, Downes said. 
He had driven out of Wadi Auda, 
northeast of the town, onto t h e 
Bardia road but turned back aboul 
mid-day because the shelling 
be- 


came terrific and he sighted Ger- 
man tanks. By that time, he said, 
shells were dropping everywhere, 
Stukas were dive-bombing 
anc 


machineguns and rifles were crack- 
ling. 


"I made for the docks and gol 


there just as a shell blew up a 
building behind me," said Downes 
"Some ships were leaving the har- 
bor and I got aboard a tug. 


"We got two or three direct shel 


hits amidships and the oil tanks 
were ablaze. Then a shell hit the 
stern. I saw sailors jump overboarc 
so I followed them." 


The young Londoner told of the 


horror of that swim through t h e 
harbor, ablaze with oil. Woundec 
men were about him in the wale 
—some presumably drowning. 


He said his cries attracted alien 


lion aboard a mine-sweeper whicl 
he believed to be south African 
and he was picked up. 


By the time darkness fell Tobruk 


was a roaring inferno of explod- 
ing shells and of fighting within 
the town itself, he said.

When a British armored

sought contact with the main Axis 
forces but drove into an anti-lank 
trap during a dust storm on June 
13, the chain of events leading to 
the storming of Tobruk had come 
to a climax. 


Axis men 
and 
armor 
finally 


closed around Tobruk five 
days 


later, fighting on the last two days 
under a bluzing sun in heat reach- 
ing 120 degrees Fahrenheit. 


The main German mechanized 


forces were concentrated to the 
east, aided by constant daytime 
dive-bomber raids and high levcj 
bombardments by night. 


Despite this blazing Hell of heat 


and fire, Britain's 
sun-scorched, 


sweating 
young 
defenders 
held 


their ground and met the German 
and Italian infantry hand-to-hand 
even after the enemy's tanks had 
driven through a five-mile-wide 
gap in the eastern defenses. 


They stayed below in their steel 


and concrete underground forts 
until the tanks had rolled over 
them and into the minefield barrier 
with seeming disdain for the cost 
of men and machines as the Nazis 
pressed their greatest, most con- 
centrated desert assault of all. 
Theny they emerged to face the 
foe's machine-gun, rifle and gren- 
ad baring troops.

Aboard a submarine chaser wilh 


Ihe Atlantic patrol (Delayed)—(/P) 
—If you suffer from claustrophobia 
don't ship aboard one of the U. S. 
Navy's 83 foot submarine chasers. 
It's a brutal life. 


These small craft, manned by a 


crew of 12 sleeping in relays be- 
cause of lack of bunk space, speed 
over the ways, and many times 
out of the sou altogether, at a max- 
imum of 20 knots. 


Two 000 horsepower 
motors, 


crooning litte a doling mother, sing 
a snug song to Ihc mechanically 
inclined ear. 


Everything is compact. 
The galley 
would be 
termed 


"cute" by the average housewife. 
Everything is electlric, but it's al- 
most impossible to cook anything 
liquid because most of it would be 
on the floor. It's a case of sneak 
up on the electric refrigerator for 
if you don't everything in it will 
hit the deck when you open the 
door, 


But withal, you boys 
aboard 


are well fed. That is, well fed if 
the duty lour doesn't stretch into 
several days over what was ex- 
pected. Then it's a case of no bread, 
no fresh meat, no fruits, and no 
milk. 


I have just had that experience. 
At sea five days convoying tank- 


ers and merchantmen 
from a 


southeastern port to a point farther

His mind must be clear, and 
his attention must not falter for an 
instant as he approaches the target. 


Tp maintain perfect health, the 


bombadier's diet is supervised care- 
fully. 
They cannot afford to be 


airsick. They cannot become logy 
or drowsy while on the job. 


But in addition to his physical 


attributes, the bombardier must al-

When a man enters the AAF as 


an aircrew cadet, he first takes a 
series of tests which determine the 
type of work to .which he will be 
assigned. /These examinations, pre- 
pared by a group of eminent psy- 
chiatrists, serve as a sort of screen- 
ing process. 


The amazing accuracy with which 


these examinations can single out 
potential bombardiers 
from 
any 


group of youths, regardless of prev- 
ious experience or background, is 
attested by the training records of 
cadets at this field. 


In these preliminary tests the 


emphasis is again on fundamental 
character traits rather than special 
education or former occupation. 


Here is how Lieutenant Colonel 


Smith sums up the requirements of 
this work: 


A good bombardier is a man who 


is not easily rnHlorl. distraclorl o«- 
terrified. Crouched in the nose of 
his ship as it hurtles through b^uix-, 
he has a ringside scat at the air bat- 
tle raging on every side. 


Throngs Meet 
High Requirements 
"In plain view arc the torrents of 


shell fire and the vicious enemy 
fighter craft rocketing out of the 
clouds in the attack. Yet ho must 
disregard the whole show and con- 
centrate on a delicate problem that 
involves trigonometry and u scries 
of precise observations. He has no 
more than a few seconds to get 
the right answers — and he doesn't 
have any pencil and paper. 


"Should he fail, ' Ihe entire mis- 


sion has been a failure— precious 
time and effort wasted, one oppor- 
tunity to smash the enemy gone 
forever. He can't afford to worry 
about that possibility. He can't 
afford to get impatient or nervous 
as the crucial moment approaches. 
He's got to keep cool. He's got to 
be right." 


Sounds like a big order. But, ac- 


cording to Lt. Col. Smith, it isn't. 
There are plenty of young men in 
the United Stales who can do the 
trick, he says, and in proof points 
to the steady stream of bombar- 
dier lieutenants pouring out of Mid- 
land Army 'Flying School with their 
wings and their gold bars.
